COUNTY GETS BiG 
SUM FROM GAS TAX 


Over $110,000 Alloted Roads 
Here as First Six Months’ 
Installment 








Breaking all records for earn- 
ings under the “pay-as-you-go” 
highway financing plan, State Con- 
troller Ray L. Riley announced 
today that the new semi-annual 
apportionment of collections un- 
der the 3-cent gasoline tax will 
aggregate $13,898,593.90. 

Checks for the counties’ share 
in the big road fund, totaling $4,- 
682,002.26, were mailed out by the 
controller June 1, it was stated, 
while the same amount will be ap- 
portioned for state highway main- 
tenance, augmented by $4,534,- 
589.38 for new construction pro- 
jects in the state budget. 

San Bernardino county is sched- 


uled to receive $110,117.82 as its| 


share of gas tax funds for ex- 
penditure on road maintenance and 
construction. 

Gross receipts for the six 
months, dating from Oct. 1, 1927, 
to April 1, 1928, totaled $15,020,- 
407.40, according to Riley, but re- 


funds were made to consumers ag- | 


gregating $1,256,394.67. 

The original 2-cent tax brought 
in a return for the half-year per- 
iod of $10,017,019.79, an increase 
of $1,083,153.48 over the same per- 
iod for the preceding year. This 
fund, however, is devoted ex- 
clusively to maintenance work and 
cannot be used for primary con- 
struction by either the state or 
the counties.

EXPLAIN TRADE MARK IDEA 

There have been some objections 
voiced to the idea of California 
adopting a state trade mark, 
grade standard and advertising 
prograrm which the Sacramento 
Region Citizens Council has been 
advocating for some time, but it 
would appear to our humble judg- 
ment as being a good thing for 
the state. The project is explain- 
ed by Simon J. Lubin, president 
of the council, as follows: 

The original proposal is that the 
state of California set up a Bureau 
of Trade and Standards to estab- 
lish grade standards for all of 
California’s farm products upon 
request of growers, processors and 
canners. 

That the state establish an of- 
ficial state trademark to be reg- 
istered in all countries of the 
world. 

That the state sell the rights to 
use this seal or trademark to 
those who voluntarily contract to 
observe the state grade standard 
and such regulations as the state 
may impose. 

That the state bureau advertise 
in every way possible throughout 
all the world the trademark and 
grade standards. 

That the legislature put at the 
disposal of the bureau a sufficient 
revolving fund to be reimbursed 
out of the fees collected by the 
state for the use of the  trade- 
mark. 

That the state enforce the stand- 


ards and protect the integrity of | 


the trademark. 

Under this plan, Mr. Lubin says, 
a larger market would be obtain- 
ed because of the advertising value 
of the word “California” and the 
guarantee on every container.

On Way From Smithsonian In- 
stitute to Investigate 
Old Landmark 





Two scientists from the Car- 
negie Institute at Washington are 
en route to San Bernardino, where 
they will make an exhaustive 
study of the natnral arrowhead 
emblazoned on the mountain slope 
just north of the city. Whether 
the landmark shall be preserved 
as a national monument will prob- 
ably depend in no small part on 
the findings of these experts, Sec- 
retary R. H. Mack of the San Ber- 


nardino Chamber of Commerce an- | 
: 
nounced. 


It was many months ago when 
the San Bernardino Commerce 
carried to Washington 


ment be created on the site of the 
arrowhead whose origin for years 
has been an endless source of spec- 
ulation to laymen and scientists 
alike. The chamber request was 
taken up originally with Congress- 
man Phil D. Swing, who referred 
it to headquarters of the Federal 
Forest Service, whence it was 
passed to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 

There followed a request from 
the Smithsonian Institution for 
soil samples of the arrowhead and 
surrounding land. They apparent- 
ly interested the officials of the in- 
stitution as the matter was turned 
over to the Carnegie Institute. 
Unless the arrowhead can be prov- 
ed to be of natural origin and 
unique in the United States, it is 


not eligible to preservation as a/| 
\national monument. 


It was in an effort to determine 


the origin of the landmark that 
the soil samples were requested. 
The arrowhead is mentioned prom- 


inently in the earliest histories of 
this district and reference to it is 
also found in Indian legends. It is 
1350 feet long by 450 feet wide, 
embracing an area of approxi- 








mately 7 acres. Its siope ranges 
from 25 to 32 deg., not nearly so 
steep as it appears from a dis- 
tance. Efforts to have a national 
monument created on the site of 
the arrowhead began when it be- 
came apparent that erosion was 
threatening to destroy the land- 
mark. Several private efforts to 
devise methods of preserving the 
arrowhead were dropped when the 
chamber took the matter up.
